SAC Werner of the Denver Office advised Wick by telephone at 10:50 AM 
today that General Schulz had contacted him. General Eisenhower is concerned 
for fear the railroad strike, scheduled for 12:01 AM, Thursday, July 11, 1963, will affect 
his travel plans. General Eisenhower wondered if the FBI could provide two limousine - 
and a station wagon from Omaha to Chicago sometime Thursday, July 11, after 
the party arrives from Denver.
